An amendment regulating the sale 
of student tickets will be put before 
the Associated Students for vote on 
May 5, it was made known this week 
following action of the Executive 
Board. 

The decision to call the referen- 
dum follows several weeks of dis- 
cussion of the ticket sale problem. 
The amendment is to be drawn up 
this week by a committee composed 
of Ada Marie Hendricksen, George 
Griffith and Betty Maloney. It will be 
submitted to the board for ratifica- 
tion next Monday. 

After a week’s lapse during which 
time the amendment will be posted 
on the bulletin board, an election 
will be held. The new rule, aecording 
to the opinion of board members 
stated at the meeting this week, will 
provide first that every regular stu- 
dent must purchase a student ticket 
at the time of registration; and sec- 
ondly, that those who feel that they 
should be exempt from purchasing 
the card will be required to appear 
before the Executive Board for a 
hearing. If it is shown that the per- 
son will enter no student activities 
whatsoever, he will be excused from 
purchasing a ticket. 

The new ruling if ratified by the 
students will mean that the price of 
the membership. in the Associated 
Students will be lowered, although 
the same privileges will be offered as 
previously. It was also pointed out 
that the large number of ineligibili- 
ties that have resulted during the 
present term will be avoided. 

The board also granted guest tick- 
ets for the Junior Lion’s carnival 
dance Friday night. Six petitions for 
Don and Dona for the Fiesta were 
approved, including Maybelle Ball, 
Marian Taylor, and Betty Maloney 
for Dona and George Griffith, Gene 
Olsen and Don Johnson for Don.

r EDITORIAL COMMENT 
The Student And Peace 


That college students are thinking seriously on the prob- 
lem of world peace and are willing to inform themselves on the 
subject when an opportunity arises is evidenced by the fact 
that approximately 30 Dons were present to hear Frederick K. 
Libby, executive secretary of the International Council for the 
Abandonment of War, who spoke at the Congregational church 


Saturday evening. 


Dr. Libby is one of the world’s greatest authorities on 
world peace and has travelled and studied the problem in vir- 

‘ tually every country of the world. Especially well versed is the 
lecturer in regards to the relations between this country and 


those of Europe. 


Two forces, Libby pointed out, are active in every coun- 


try, one for the promotion of 


peace and the other for war. 


Every indication is that the youth of today is being trained 
war minded against the activities of Russia. This fact he said 
is due to the volume of propoganda spread in this country de- 
picting the horrors of the communistic government. A great 
deal of the athiestic attitude portrayed by this propoganda, 


Libby said is false. ~ 


A comprehensive survey of proposed disarmament was 
made by the speaker. He urged the building up of public sen- 
timent to hack representatives of this country who: will meet in 
Geneva next year for the purpose of limiting all types of war 
fare. A 25 per cent reduction in each type will be proposed, it 


was learned. 


That the only safe means of guarding the welfare of a 
country is to disarm the nations of the world was the opinion of 
Libby. The fact tha at the present time, nations can anihilate 
each othr but ar helpless in the matter of protection was shown 
as ample reason why it is only reasonable to propose gradual 


disarmement. 


That the nations of the world are gradually becoming only 


wards of a village or city was 


pictured by the lecturer. The 


same institutions that safeguard the individual community to- 
day must exist in the world. Courts must take the place of 
battle -fields, just as they took the place of individual feuds 


existing, it was declared. 


It is refreshing to hear one speak on the subject of pacifism 
without making proposals far to radical to adopt. Libby was 
reasonable in his attitude predicting and supporting a gradual 


disarmement. 


DON TALKIES 


How do you think the student body 
ticket sales should be handled? 

Wayne Bartholomew—I think that 
the handling the sales of student 
tickets should be as at present. It 
does not seem to me that it is fair 
to the athletic participants to com- 
pel them to purchase a ticket before 
permitting them to play. 

Charles Greenleaf—Compulsory 
purchasing of student body tickets 
would not be successful. The student 
should be allowed to buy his ticket 
when and where he wishes to. 

Eric Reinau—Honorary associ- 
ated student tickets should be award- 
ed to the athlete who makes the 
school team in any sport. 

Wilbur Busher—Personally I think 
that compulsory buying of student 
tickets would be just the thing. If 
the tickets were to be sold at a 
lower price and every student: have 
one, our student body would be 
much stronger and consequently be 
able to give the student more -ad- 
vantages at a lower price. 

Herman Goodwin—Leave the sell- 
ing of associated student tickets as 
it is now. There are many students 
who are not financially able to buy 
their tickets at the beginning of the 
semester. The present price of tick- 
ets is too high. 

Leonard Natland—The student 
should be compelled to buy a stu- 
dent body ticket before entering 
classes, This should lower the price 
of the ticket to the entire student 
body. 

Peggy Warburton — Students 
should be compelled to buy the stu- 
dent body ticket. This would support 


the 
way. 

Hal Dunham—tThose not entering 
into athletics should be compelled to 
buy student body tickets. A certain 
reduction should be made to the ath- 
lete for each activity in which he 
participates. 

Melvin Beatty—Student body 
tickets should not be compulsory. 
Each activity should be paid for 
separately. No student should be 
compelled to buy a ticket to become 
eligible for athletics. 


Dean Wright—Those not partici- 
pating in athletics should be compell- 
ed to buy tickets. Athletes should be 
given a student body ticket while 
they participate in any one activity.

Admiral Byrd’s narrative of the 
first American invasion of the An- 
arctic continent bears the appropri- 
ate title “Little America” 
of his camp on the Ross Ice Barrier. 
His book is a tale of human endea- 
vor, of courage, loyalty and leader- 
ship as well as of achievement.

For 
the .sound basis of every polar ex- 
pedition is wrecked. Byrd’s men did 
not fail him, and in his book he gives 
generous praise even to the humblest 
of them. 

The preparations for the journey 


did not begin until Byrd completed 
his translantic flight. Then work was 
started in earnest. He encountered 
many obstacles such as the problem 
of finance, the purchase of ships, 
dogs, radio equipment, 
supplies and food and the selection 
of the right men. There were 5,000 
different items, ranging from thumb 
tacks to airplanes, on the supply 
list, and the total weight of equip- 
ment and material was more than 
500 tons. 


Now the scene changes. “The City 
of New York”, the ship’ used on the 
expedition leaves New Zealand, pass- 
es through the ice pack into the open 
waters of the Ross Sea. On the bar- 
rier, a floating ice shelf, Byrd finds 
a site for his base, Little America, 
and the landing of supplies is begun. 
All is done without a single casualty. 

Coming to the geographical and 
scientific aspects of the expedition, it 
is shown that the meteorogical re- 
cords of his trip, the magnetic read- 
ings, the geological and radio obser- 
vations are all important contribu- 
tions tothe great body of knowledge. 
Add to these the unique pictorial re- 
cord captured by air mapping and 
motion picture cameras and one can 
appreciate to the full the value of his 
expedition. Coal was discovered by 
one of the members of the party. 

Admiral Byrd in closing, makes 
clear that he is no Antarctic “con- 
queror’”. He says, “At best we sim- 
ply tore away a bit more of the veil 
which conceals its secrets. In its lar- 
ger aspects, it still remains, and will 
probably remain for many years to 
come, one of the great undone tasks 
of the world.”

Most active in the organization of 
the club was Willard White, now at 
Stanford, the first president. Other 
charter members were Fred Humis- 
ton, Delmer Brown, Terry Stephen- 
son Jr., Wylie Carlyle, Omar Wil- 
liams, and Eric Twist. 

District Convention 

By the spring of that first year 
the club had made such great strides 
that Santa Ana was chosen as the 
site for the district convention, 


The second semester of: that first 
year Eric Twist, prominent athlete, 
and now district secretary, took over 
the presidency from White and the 
club continued to weave itself into 
the activities of Santa Ana junior 
college. 

At the beginning of the 1929-30 
year, Felix Garnsey was named pres- 
ident, with Abbott Mason, Fred Hum- 
iston, Vernon Valentine, Eric Twist, 
and Johnnie Wykes as the other offi- 
cers, but Garnsey was forced to re- 
sign the position because of other 
duties; Stewart McPherson was elect- 
ed to succeed him. 


During that semester the club was 
very prominent in college affairs; 
the biggest event being the “Purple 
and Gold” dance at the Santa Ana 
Country club. Truck Lindsey repre- 
senting the club in the Mardi Gras 
won the prize for the best individ- 
ual costume. 

Build Student Conter 

During the second semester of last 
year the club, under the direction of 
Delmer Brown, the president, spon- 
sored the building of the student 
center, just north east of. the col- 
lege building. The center was pre- 
sented to the college during the an- 
nual Junior Lions week. Several 
members attended the state conven- 
tion at Lodi, May 1. 

Ray Glesener, President 

At the end of the last year, Ray- 
mond Glesener who is now rapidly 
recovering from a sickness which 
forced him to stay out of school this 
semester, was named president, and 
under his supervision the Junior 
Lions unddertook one of the biggest 
programs ever attempted. Other of- 
ficers of the club the first semester 
of this year were Virgil Brown, vice- 
president; Oran Asa, secretary; Mar- 
tin Bowman, treasurer; Ed Meador,

On November 26 the largest bon- 


fire in the history of Orange county 
was sponsored by the club. For three 
days and nights the members of the 
club worked on the two-story house 
donated by Homer Chaney, president 
of the Senior Lions, preparing it for 
the fire and rally preceeding the Ful- 
lerton football game.

Before the house was sent into 
flames, the anual class scrap was held 
under the direction of the Lions, at 
which time the freshmen were 
awarded supremacy by virtue of their 
victory in the sack rush, and the tie 
battle in both the pole rush and the 
tug-of-war. 

Ten minutes after the oil-satur- 
ated house was ablaze , the flames 
were leaping almost 75 feet into the 
air, and attracted several thousand 
spectators. :
